This Office Action is responsive to the applicant's reconsideration filed on May 3, 2005. 
Claims 1-9 are pending in this application. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Mr. 
Robert T. Pous (Reg. No. 29,099) on June 13, 2005. During telephone conversation with Mr. Pous, 
an agreement was reached to amend Claims 1, 4 and 7. The claims has been amended as follows: 

Claims

and a discharge-side rotor bearing comprising at least one angular ball bearing rotatably 
supporting the at least one rotor shaft at the discharge side and being held immovably in the 
thrust direction.
